A number of private houses in the villa 
suburban quarter are used as officers! quarters. The National Gymnasium 
(classical school) building at Vdrgasse 10 end the school administration building 
at Jékaigasse 48 are also used by the Russians. The school year had to be ended 
early so that these buildings could be put at the disposal of the Red ‘army, A- 
Soviet ~“aff in charge of mich transit traffic is stationed in the building of 
the ag. ultural cooperative MezSgazdasdgi Szivetkezet}, at Szabadsdggasse 7.
